Tension not evident 
on quiet Suez front

The Suez Canal front remained 
quiet over the two days of Rosh 
Hashana, with no new Incidents in 
the aftermath of last week-end’s 
aerial exchanges. And the air of 
tension in both commands, after 
Friday’s of an IJaraeli 
Stratocrulser by Egyptian SA-2 mis- 
sles, and the Israeli counterblow on 

appeared to have subshied. 

No increased tension behind the 
lines was evident on the banks 
of the Canal, despite Cairo's an- 
nouncement that its troops had been 
ordered to “stand by.” Some Egyp- 
tian soldiers were observed playing 
football in the late afternoon sun. 

In retrospect, it seemed that the 
Egyptians had posed a challenge to 
Israeli werlal supremacy over the 
eastern, or Sinai, bank of the Canal, 
by demonstrating that their missiles 
could reach well across the water- 
way. The Stratocrujser was 22.5 
icms. east of the Canal when it was 
intercepted by the anti-aircraft mis- 
siles. 

The depth of the Intercept indi- 
cates that the Egyptians possess 
SAMs with a greater range than 
had been originally estimated. Even 
if the missile battery was at the 
Canali bank, the SAMs which hit the 
plane would have had to travel a 
minimum of 23 or 24 kilometres, 
several kilometres more than the 
estimated 20-lrm. range of the wea- 
pons. 

There has been τὸ indication that 
Israeli planes have attempted to fly 
within 20 kms. of the Canal since 
last Saturday-s incident. On Satur- 
day, however, they were less than 
10 lems, east of the waterway when, 
according to the Israel army spokes- 
man, they were fired on by Egyp- 
tian missiles. The Israel spokesman 
said only that “fire was returned”; 
the Egyptians elaborated, claiming 
that the their batteries hed not 
been fired. The Calro spokesman said 
that the Israeli planes had attacked 
with Shrike anti-misaile missiles, all 
of which had “missed their target.” 
_ But the Egyptian contradicted him- 
self when he said that Shrikes had 
been used. The American-made mis- 
siles can only be homed in on an ac- 
tive SAM-2 battery’s radar, and not 
on radar used for tracking. Clearly 
the Egyptians would not activate 
the missile battery radar and ex- 
pose their sites to counter-attack 
unless they were firing the missiles. 

According to U.N. observers, the 
attack the Egyptian bat- 
terles was carried out by a pair of 
Phantoms and a Mirage.

Soviets say Jewish emigration 
would lead to ‘brain-drain’ 


MOSCOW, — Communist Party offi- 
cialy have told Soviet Jews there 
ean be no unrestricted emigration 
to Israel because it would lead to 
“a brain-drain,” Jewish sources said. 


They were reporting on ἃ meet- 
ing at Communist Party head- 
quarters Monday between 2 delega- 
tion of Jews petitioning for the right 
to emigrate and Aibert Ivanov, head 
of the administrative section of the 
governing Central Committee. 

“{yanov said Jews have πὸ special 
national right to emigrate to Ys- 
τὶ" one source said. “He said 
each person who wants to emigrate 
is considered as am individual case. 
He said there would be a brain- 
drain if all the Jews who wanted 
to go to Israel were allowed to go.” 


According to this account, the 
meeting consisted of five Moscow 
Jews who represented another 65 
waiting outside the headquarters 
building and three Soviet officials:

to the railings of the Soviet Em- 
bassy. The two men were later 
charged with disorderly conduct, a 
police spokesman said. ᾿ 

A spokesman for the Jewish De- 
fence League said they smuggled 
two boys into the Embassy and they 
blew the shufar inside the building 
“as a symbol of freedom” and to 
signal the beginning of the Jewish 
new year. 

The police spokesman said he had 
no confirmation of this. A Soviet 
Embassy official said there had been 
a scuffie in the street outside but 
he had not heard of any boys being 
smuggled into the embassy. “We do 
not comment on acts: of hooligan- 
ism,” he added.

Australian 
racism found — 
‘as bad as in U.S.’ 


By Christopher Beck 
MELBOURNE (ANS). — 
RAc™ in Australia is just as 
bad as, if not worse than, in the 
United States, according to members 
of 2 church-sponsored American 
Student Group who have just com- 
pleted a study of the nation’s race 
relations. The group includes four 
negroes, three whites, two Mexicans 
and one American-Indian. 


The group said it found that most 
white Australians believed they 
were superior both to Abodigines 
and to most classes of immigrants. 

One group member, a 21-year-old 
American Indian, Mr. David Ichelson 
said: “Australians think racism is 
terrible in the U.S.A. But they feel 
it doesn’t exist here. In fact it's 
just as bad as in America and in 
some ways worse.” The Queensland 
State Government, which has been 
described as “notorious for its 
antiguated racial attitudes," would 
only let the group visit two of 
the state's li Aborigine reserves 

‘The group also reported that there 
was no sincere attempt to establish 
communications between whites and 
non-whites. The reaction of most 
white Australians to the group's 
findings hss generally been one of 
indignation. They feel outraged that 
amyone should call them racist. 

Aboriginal leaders have deen 
making similar allegations for a 
long time. Said one militant Abo- 
riginal leader,“that any notice was 

taken of the Americans just shows 
you how thoroughly we are ignored.” 

The students, all from California, 
visited Australia at the invitation 
of the Australian Council of 
Churches. Their visit was Fark ot of 

gramme financed by 

Presbyterian Church of the onsted 
States. The church made money 
available for teams of young 
Americans to visit various parts of 
the world to study racial attitudes 
and to discuss racial problems with | 
Yocal people.

Laviv remanded 


for 5 more days 


TEL AVIV. — Yigal Laviv, the 
economie reporter of “Ha'aretz” 
suspected of getting criminals te 
steal secret businéss papers, was ΤῈ- 
Mmanded into custody for a second 
time on the eve of the Rosh Ha- 
shana holiday. 

Police asked Magistrate's Court 
Judge Boris Rapoport to remand him 
for 10 days, but the Judge caid 
five days ought to be enough. He 
said that in the event of Police 
wanting a further remand on Fri- 
day, they would have to produce 
some results of their investigetion. 
The Judge added that there was 
“prima. facie evidence linking the 
suspect to the offence, but not 
enough to try him.” 

7 Yoram Wiener said 
that Laviv was suspected of per- 
suading two underworld figures to 
break into the house of Mr. Avra- 
ham Shechter in Tel Aviv, to steal 
documents relating ‘to a large 
economic enterprise. But Inspector 
Wiener refused to reply to the 
question of Mr. Laviv’s lawyer, Mr. 
Ram Caspi, as to whether the 
papers related to Gibor Textiles. 
He complained that the lewyer was 
trying to learn details about police 
operations in Court, 

The Inspector admitted, under 
questioning, that a knows criminal 
named Oded Salpeter told the police 
about the alleged conspiracy to 
burgle the Shechter papers. “We go 
to criminals, in matters of that 
nature," he said. He was unaware 
that Salpeter had ever been treated 
in the Bat Yam Mental Hospital. 

Police felt that Laviv should not 
be freed on bail over Rosh Hashana, 
since he had ailegedly tried to in- 
fiuence potential witnesses. Lawyer 
Caspi countered that his client 
knew of his impending arrest 10 
days beforehand, and simply told 
the potential witnesses not to talk 
to police till they consulted with a 
lawyer — which was their legiti- 
mate privilege. 

When Judge Rapoport asked 
Inspector Wiener whether Laviv 
could be freed on bail, but kept 
incommunicado, the Inspector said 
the Police had weighed this pos- 
sibillty, but decided against it. 


Kibbutz cows 
milk champions 
MERHAVIA. — A world record 


for milk production has been set

explored and excavated in Eretz Is- 
rael and other parts of South- 
west Asia; including South Arebia. 
He was deeply versed in numerous 
fields: Egyptology, 
linguistics, topography, 
Biblical research, political history 
and the history of religion. His 
chronological metbod in archaeology 
has become a permanent element of 
the discipline. 

Dr, Albright was acquainted with 
every important tel in Eretz Israel, 


from personal observation. His first i 


big excavation was at Tel el-Ful 
north of Jerusalem, known as Givat 
Binyamin, Later, he dug Tel Beit 
Mirsim south of Hebron. His re- 
ports on Beit Mirsim, after four 
seasons, have become a definitive 
work on Palestine archaeology, es- 
pecially: for its ceramic classifca- 
tions. ἡ 


His best-known works are ‘The 
Archaeology of Palestine,” “Archaeo- 
logy and the Religion of Israel,” and 
“From the Stone Age to Chris- 
tanity.” He worked from facts and 
texts, rather than abstract Biblical 
criticism — like many predecessors 
— to suggest a new chronology for 
the basic periods of Jewish history 
from the Patriarchs to the Prophets

Oil producers discuss 
impact of dollar moves 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Representatives 


from five of the world's leading ofl pan 


exporting countries yesterday dis- 
cussed the impact of the dollar cri- 
sis on oil prices, conference sources 
said. 

The delegates — from Iran, Iraq, 
Libya, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia

their territories. 

The sources said the five-nation 
ministerial committee spent the bulk 
of its meeting yesterday discussing 
the dollar crisis, which originally was 
pot on the agenda. Several OPEC 
members, led by Algeria, have asked 
that oi! prices — which are set 
in doHars — be readjusted follow- 
ing what they said was a de facto 
devaluation of the dollar. 

The sources said the talks were 
informal and OPEC was not ex- 
pected to take any action for the 
time being. 

The Committee scheduled an 
evening session jast night to fina- 
lize their recommendations on part- 
nership with the oil companies before 
today’s extraordinary session of the 
11 nations. Oll sources said OPEC 
members possibly would negotiate

The tour- 
ists, mainly from Corpus Christi, 
Texas, and Tinley Park, Ulinois, 
were spending the last day of a 
seven-day visit to Israel. 

“God was with us; we were lucky 
to escape a terrible tragedy,” said 
Joe Boyd, 54, one of the seven who 
were slightly wounded. Three of 
the pilgrims were treated for light 
injuries at Augusta Victoria Hos- 
pital, while four others had only 
scratches. All were back at their 
hote! ~ the St. George in Hast Je- 
rusalem— a short while later, al- 
though some had blood - stained 
shirts to tell the story.

“an initial reply to the boasting of 
Zionist occupation leaders” about 
quiet in Jerusalem. 

The incident was earlier claimed 
by the Palestine National Libera- 
tion Front, which has Its heat- 
quarters in Damascus. The latter or- 
ganization said ‘that the operation 
was “in fulfilment of a promise to 
escalate the revolution deep in oc- 
cupied. territory." 

The incident drew an immediate 
wave of criticism by Jerusalem Arab 
residents, who were heard to depiore 
the attack in casual street con- 
versations.
